A “FANTASTIC community ef¬ 
fort” has helped the family of a 
young boy with a range of debili¬ 
tating skin and kidney conditions 
being able to move into a house 
that would “change their lives” 
this week. 

Morgan Bishop, seven, suffers 
from eczema, red skin syndrome, 
asthma, a number of severe aller¬ 
gies and Focal Segmental Glomer- 
uloscleerosis (FSGS) Nephrotic 
Syndrome - a life-threatening kid¬ 
ney condition. 

His family last year appealed for 
help raising a £40,000 for a house 
with a garden and separate bed¬ 
rooms for Morgan and younger 
brother Jensen, 3. 

Last month they reached their 
target after receiving donations 
from local businesses and resi¬ 
dents and organising a number of 
fundraising events over the last 
year. 

They will move into their new 
house - in Tadworth - on Thurs¬ 
day, May 25. 

On the Morgan’s Mission Face- 
book page, his family wrote: “I 
know having a house is going to 
make our lives so much more com¬ 
fortable especially having a gar¬ 
den.” 

The family of four - completed 
by mother Dana and father Paul 
- currently live in a flat in Water- 
mead, Tadworth. 

Morgan’s persistent itching and 
constant discomfort means he 
struggles to regularly attend class¬ 
es at Vale Primary School in Bea- 
consfield Road, Epsom Downs or 
get outside and play with friends - 
all the things a regular young boy 
would do. 

His brother Jenson sleeps on a 
mattress in his parents’ room be¬ 
cause he finds it impossible sleep 
as Morgan is repeatedly woken 
due to his itching. 

Morgan’s mother Dana had to 
give up her job as a family sup¬ 
port worker to look after him full¬ 
time. Last year she told the Epsom 


Guardian that getting their own 
home “wouldn’t be like waving a 
wand and curing him, but it would 
be really life-changing”. 

Sacha Martin, an estate agent 
with Sacha & Scott, who helped 
the Bishop family reach their tar¬ 
get said she was delighted about 
the move. 


“I’m over the moon,” she told 
the Epsom Guardian. 

“Lots of people have come for¬ 
ward and donated and raised mon¬ 
ey and everything 

“It’s just a fantastic community 
effort.” 

Ms Martin said there had been a 
few glitches along the way, includ¬ 


ing a number of failed offers on 
houses, but the community effort 
was all worth it. 

She added: “It was all about 
them getting a garden and their 
own bedrooms. 

“They will have space from each 
other. I think it will make a mas¬ 
sive difference for their lives.”

A Surrey vet has unveiled 
her ‘Catmobile’ mobile veter¬ 
inary practice. 

Amy Bergs, who founded 
the feline-only mobile vets 
The Cat Doctor four years 
ago despite being allergic 
to cats and suffering from 
travel sickness, launched 
her impressive new van at 
the historic Tadworth Court 
mansion at the weekend. 

Amy told guests at the 
launch: “We started with an 
empty shell and by working 
with some of the best people 
in the business, we have cre¬ 
ated a state of the art operat¬ 
ing theatre on wheels. 

“This will enable us to car¬ 
ry out high quality surgical 
procedures on pets outside 
owners’ front doors, as well 
as the routine veterinary 
care that we have always pro¬ 
vided.” 


The Cat Doctor’s Vauxhall 
Movano-based ‘Catmobile’ 
has two operating theatres, 
the latest technology and 
monitoring equipment as 
well as heating, electricity, 
air conditioning, anaesthetic 
and dental equipment. 

Everything is designed 
specifically with cats in mind 
and has been awarded Cat 
Friendly Clinic status from 
International Cat Care along 
with accreditation under the 
Royal College of Veterinary 
Surgeons’ Practice Standards 
Scheme. 

Amy said: “We pull up out¬ 
side a patient’s house and 
perform the surgery right 
there, completely eliminat¬ 
ing the need for a stressful 
car journey to the clinicl. 

“Thanks to the Catmobile, 
we can now perform any gen¬ 
eral surgical procedure at 
home; from neutering, biop¬ 
sies and abdominal surgery 
to dental scale and polish 
with surgical tooth extrac¬ 
tions if required.”

THE new Mayor of Epsom 
and Ewell has vowed to pro¬ 
mote the horse training and 
racing industry in the bor¬ 
ough and highlight the im¬ 
portance of mental and phys¬ 
ical health. 

Councillor Liz Frost was 
officially appointed the new 
mayor at a ceremony at Ep¬ 
som Town Hall last Tuesday, 
May 16. 

She has chosen to support 
Citizens Advice Epsom & Ew¬ 
ell, learning disability chari¬ 
ty the Sunnybank Trust, and 
the Lower Mole Countryside 
Trust over the next year. 

Cllr Frost replaces the out¬ 
going George Crawford, who 
raised more than £20,000 for 
Macmillan Cancer Support 
in his mayoral year. 

The new mayor was first 
elected to Epsom and Ew¬ 
ell Borough Council in 2011 
for Woodcote ward, and has 
since served as vice chair¬ 
man of the social commit¬ 
tee and as chairman of the 
Health Liaison. Panel. 

She has also sat on the 
strategy and resources com¬ 
mittee, the environment 
committee, and the Epsom 
and Ewell local committee at 
county hall. 

Although she was born 


near Manchester, Cllr Frost 
spent most of her childhood 
in Worcester Park. 

After eventually settling in 
Epsom, she became involved 
in their daughter’s school’s 
parent-staff association and 
became a youth club and jun¬ 
ior church leader. 

Speaking at the annual 
council meeting, Cllr Frost 
said: “During my Mayoral 
year, I would like to try to 
work on two strands of Ep¬ 
som and Ewell that can be de¬ 
veloped to enhance the area 
further. These are our horse 
racing and training industry 
and our tradition of support 
in the field of mental health.”

and health services. 

When councillors 
gave a green light to 
the makeover in July, 
councillor John Beck¬ 
ett called the old Derby 
Square and Oak Square 
as “shabby”.

Epsom Square “could 
make the heart of Ep¬ 
som more attractive for 
shoppers, visitors and 
people who want a fun 
day out”.

County’s elderly population to increase by 20,000 in next three years 

Council 'must save £200m’

INCREASING demand for social care 
services and government cuts mean 
the county council must save an extra 
£200million by the end of the decade, 
Surrey leader David Hodge warned to¬ 
day. 

Surrey County Council faces “very 
tough decisions” and must cut £100mil- 
lion from its budget this financial year 
to balance its budget, he added. 

The county’s elderly population is 
set to increase by 20,000 over the next 
three years, Councillor Hodge said to¬ 
day, while the council must also find 
extra school places for 11,000 children. 

Cllr Hodge warned the county coun¬ 
cil of the challenges it faces as he un¬ 
veiled his new cabinet on Tuesday. 

After telling the council chambers 
that his thoughts were with those af¬ 
fected by the Manchester terror at¬ 
tacks, he said: “While there may be oc¬ 
casions when our political views differ, 
what unites us must always be a shared 
sense of civic duty. We were elected to 
represent and serve the residents of 
Surrey the best we can.” 

He added: “The pressures do not re¬ 
move our duty to the most vulnerable 
in our society. 

“We will have to continue to have to 
work more closely with other organisa¬ 
tions, change the way we do things and 
constantly test we are providing resi¬ 
dents with value for money.”

The government has cut Sur¬ 
rey County Council’s annual grant 
£170million since 2010, while demand 
is increasing. 

The council has responded by slash¬ 
ing its budget by £500million in the last 
five years, but in December was forced 
to dip into £24.8 million of reserves - its 
largest ever planned use of reserves - 
after blowing its budget by £15 million. 
It meant Surrey County Council’s Con¬ 
servative administration considered a 
council tax increase of 15 per cent be¬ 
fore abandoning the idea. 

In March, the cabinet announced 
nearly £72million of cuts to adult social 
care, highways, health, and children, 


school and families budgets in the next 
five years to offset government cuts. 

The cuts, set to take place between 
2017 and 2020, were revealed at a cab¬ 
inet meeting on Tuesday (March 
28) are as follows: Adult social care, 
£25,443,000; Children, school and 
families, £28,880,000; Public health, 
£3,290,000; Business services, orbis and 
customer services, £2,234,000; Environ¬ 
mental infrastructure, highways and 
transport, £2,458,000; Environmental 
infrastructure, place development, 
£8,763,000; ‘Other’ (legal, strategy and 
performance, democratic, commu¬ 
nications, and strategic leadership), 
£732,000.

Severed cat 
paw found 

THE severed paw of a young 
cat has been found in a gar¬ 
den in Ewell. 

The South Norwood Ani¬ 
mal Rescue Group (SNARL) 
were called to the scene on 
Wednesday, May 17, and be¬ 
lieve it could be the work 
Croydon Cat Killer. 

The cat’s fate is not yet 
known, but a spokesperson 
for the group told the Epsom 
Guardian: “We don’t believe 
the cat would have survived. 
In nearly all cases, the killer 
makes sure his victims are 
dead before cutting them up.” 

SNARL believe one person 
is behind the murder and mu¬ 
tilation of more than 200 ani¬ 
mals in recent years. 

The Metropolitan Police 
launched an investigation, 
Operation Tahake, into the 
killings and PETA and Out¬ 
paced have offered a £10,000 
reward for information lead¬ 
ing to the arrest and convic¬ 
tion of the killer.

A Question Time-style debate 
between Epsom and Ewell’s Gen¬ 
eral Election candidates sched¬ 
uled for last night was cancelled 
after electioneering paused in 
the wake of the Manchester ter¬ 
ror attack. 

A panel of Conservative, La¬ 
bour, Liberal Democrat and 
Green candidates were due to 
face questions from the audience 
in St Paul’s Howell Hill in East 
Ewell on the NHS, education, 
business, foreign policy, defence, 
Brexit, and many more topics. 

But after a suicide bomber 
killed 22 people and injured doz¬ 
ens more after a concert by US 
pop star Ariana Grande at the 
Manchester Arena on Monday 
night, the debate has been can¬ 
celled. 

A new date has not yet been 
scheduled. 

Reverend David Senior, curate 
at St Paul’s Howell Hill invited 
residents to join the church for a 
prayer for victims of the attack. 

He added: “We will be pray¬ 



ing for all those affected by this 
atrocity, for the people of Man¬ 
chester, for the evil which drives 
such acts of violence to be over¬ 
come and for our country as we 
prepare to vote in the General 
Election.” 

Four candidates are vying to 
become Epsom and Ewell’s MP 
as the UK goes to the polls on 
June 8.

A NEW programme for school 
children which helps prepare 
students for emergency situ¬ 
ations is being introduced in 
classrooms across London. 

The new initiative, called 
the Danger Squad, targets KS1 
learners aged five to seven 
and teaches them how to cor¬ 
rectly respond to emergency 
situations. 

It uses six characters - each 
with a different personality 
- and their sniffer dog to tack¬ 
le the problem head-on using 
situations based on potential 
dangers. Without using shock 
tactics, it teaches students not 
to shy away from situations and 
ranges from car accidents and 
fires to finding weapons and lets 
children know the safe people 
and places to go to. 

Krista Brown, who created 
and founded the Danger Squad, 
said: “It is an unfortunate re¬ 
ality that children today could 
come across any kind of emer¬ 
gency from losing their parents 
when shopping, to being caught 
in the middle of a terrorist 
attack.” 

Ms Brown said the response 
so far has been excellent and 
has been delivered at schools

across London, with more al¬ 
ready signed up to deliver the 
valuable learning programme.

ALONG the Thames at Kingston I'm 
watching mayflies lifting off the surface 
on weakly fluttering gossamer wings 
to begin their ephemeral lives of barely 
a day. 

For those fortunate enough to reach 
the safety of the bank, they will perch 
and undergo a final moult to become 
perfect insects called spinners, pictured. 

A few hours later they will join an 
evening nuptial flight with scores of 
others flying up a metre or so then 
parachuting down rhythmically until a 
partner is found. Their mouthparts are 
useless as there is no time or need to 
feed again. 

Once mated, males die, leaving 
females to fly back to the river to deposit 
their eggs. When laid, females collapse 
onto the surface, wings spread-eagled, 
to be sucked down by surface feeding 
fish such as dace and bleak. 

But, as many lift off from the river 
their already brief lives are snuffed 
out in an instant as swallows; swifts; 
starlings; sparrows and pied wagtails 
pluck them out of the air to enjoy a rich 
feeding bonanza. 

Although living for only a day as 
adults, mayfly nymphs spend up to 
three years on the river bed feeding on 
detritus and plant material. 

On chalk streams, whenever a mayfly 
hatch is in full swing, trout go crazy and 
indulge in a feeding frenzy. Fishermen 
call this time 'duffers fortnight' implying 
that any novice angler cannot fail to 
hook a fish as he casts his artificial may¬ 
fly onto the stream.

GIRLS in the UK are at risk 
of being forced to undergo 
female genital mutilation, a 
High Court judge says. 

Mr Justice Keehan says po¬ 
lice, social workers, teachers 
and medics must be aware of 
warning signs and know how 
to help. 

The judge, who is based 
in the Family Division of 
the High Court in London, 
outlined his thoughts in the 
foreword to a new book about 
female genital mutilation 
(FGM) and the law. 

“The practice of female 
genital mutilation remains 
widespread across the globe, 
especially in parts of North 
Africa, but a substantial 
number of mutilations are 
reported to have been under¬ 
taken in this jurisdiction,” 
Mr Justice Keehan wrote. 

“Accordingly, the risk to 
girls and young women living 
in this jurisdiction is not lim¬ 
ited to being taken abroad to 
be subjected to FGM, but in¬ 
cludes the risk of having the 
mutilation performed in this 
country. 

“It is vital in order to pre¬ 
vent FGM that health and 
social care professionals, 


local authorities and law en¬ 
forcement agencies have a 
clear understanding of the 
socio-cultural reasons for the 
practice of FGM, the factors 
which may indicate a girl or 
young woman is at real risk 
of being forced to undergo 
FGM and of the effective le¬ 
gal steps which can and must 


be taken.” 

Barrister Zimran Samuel, 
a specialist in FGM legisla¬ 
tion and author of the book, 
writes that critics have com¬ 
plained about the law being 
“ineffective and inadequate” 
in tackling FGM. 

Despite a criminal law 
being in existence for more 


than 30 years, and taking a 
child abroad to perform it 
being outlawed in 2003, there 
has never been a success¬ 
ful prosecution of an FGM 
offence. 

But he believes a drive to¬ 
wards greater public aware¬ 
ness and revised legislation 
offer “strong reasons for 


optimism”. Two years ago, 
Mr Samuel said new-style 
court orders designed to pro¬ 
tect girls and women from 
being subjected to FGM could 
“make a very real difference”. 

He said protection orders 
aimed to protect potential 
victims, rather than punish 
offenders. Mr Samuel said 


the orders, which can be im¬ 
posed by family court judges, 
could put barriers in front 
of people who posed a threat 
and give comfort and sup¬ 
port to vulnerable females.

FIREFIGHTERS have warned 
residents not to cook on naked 
flames inside after they had to 
rescue a man who lit a barbecue 
on a small living room table ‘be¬ 
cause he had no power’. 

A neighbour had called fire¬ 
fighters after seeing flames 
through the window of the flat 
in Poplar Road, Leatherhead last 
Thursday, May 18. 

The man had sought refuge 
from the flames and the smoke in 
his bathroom after the barbecue 
got out of hand, at about 11.30pm, 
scorching the room within a me¬ 
tre-radius of the pit. 

After a crew had extinguished 
the fire, the man, who was suf¬ 
fering from slight smoke inhala¬ 
tion, was taken to Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal for a precautionary check, a 
fireman from Leatherhead fire 
station said. 

The man told firefighters he 
had lit the barbecue because he 
had no power to cook with. 

The dangers risked by lighting 
the fire inside were heightened 
by the presence of gas canisters 


in the flat, the firefighter added. 

He advised that the man had 
risked carbon monoxide poison¬ 
ing by lighting the barbecue in¬ 
side, and said it was “fortunate” 
neighbours saw the fire and 
called emergency services. 

“It was quite a dangerous 
thing to do,” he added. 


“Even if people have not got 
any power, we would definitely 
advise them not to do that.” 

Crews from Leatherhead and 
Epsom fire stations attended the 
fire in Poplar Avenue.

The Rose Theatre Kingston will welcome 
Rich Hall's Hoedown in June for 
a night of music, comedy and gratuitous 
coloration, writes James Rampton. 

Rich Hall is rightly regarded as one of the funniest 
comedians to come out of the US in recent times. And, 
as he is based here most of the time, we in this country 
have over the past three decades been lucky enough to 
benefit from his wonderfully grouchy sense of humour. 

The comedian, who has won both a Perrier 
(Edinburgh Comedy Festival) and a Barry (Melbourne 
International Comedy Festival) Award, is the most 
dazzlingly funny curmudgeon in The West. 

Rich's straight-talking and acerbic comedy leaves his 
targets reeling and his audiences in stitches. He sends 
up whichever country he is in, but perhaps reserves his 
most trenchant scorn for his native USA. 

He is a superb live performer but don't just take 
my word for it. Critics have long praised Rich's highly 
original deadpan style (which was the inspiration for 
the marvellously cantankerous barman, Moe Szyslak, 
in The Simpsons). 

The Guardian raves that, "Now is the time to grab 
this chance to see the great man at work". The Sunday 
Mirror, meanwhile, calls the comedian, "Captivating 
and brilliant... His ability to make the room guffaw was 
worthy of standing applause". While the Sun's review is 
short and sweet: "Rich Hall is a comedy phenomenon". 

Rich, who has presented such critically acclaimed 
BBC 4 documentaries as Rich Hall's Californian Stars, 
Rich Hall's You Can Go To Hell, I'm Going To Texas, 

Rich Hall's Inventing the Indian and his most recent, 
Rich Hall's Presidential Grudge Match, begins by 
underlining how excited he is to be performing live once 
again. "I love being on stage. I love the fact that when 
a live show is over, it's gone. It's happened, and it will 
never happen like that again. It can't be replicated. 
That's a great magical moment." 

Rich, who is also an accomplished author and has 
released three books, Magnificent Bastards, I Blame 
Society and Things Snowball, all published by Abacus 
Books, thrives on the spontaneity of live comedy. 

He observes that, "In every single show, there are 
always two or three moments where I'm thinking, 

'Wow, where did that come from?' You're constantly 
thinking on your feet." 

One of the many unique features of Rich's act is 
that he goes out of his way to find out about the town 
he is playing in and then improvises a song on stage 
about it. He goes the extra mile to tailor-make his 
material for that particular venue. "I try to tap into 


what is happening locally 
and address that musically by writing an 
improvised song based on the town I'm in." 

Audiences really appreciate this bespoke comedy. 
"Once they realise you're not just trotting out your 
regular act, people think, 'He's made a real effort. He's 
on our side, so we're on his side." Then you can take 
them anywhere. I like to do something custom-made 
every night; otherwise you would just be like a robot. 
That can really wearyou down. Nobody gets more sick 
of hearing their own voice than a comedian." 

Rich, who was also enjoyed huge success as his 
country and western musician alter ego, Otis Lee 
Crenshaw, carries on that, "When you're improvising a 
song, you think, 'I may never do this on again, but it's a 
special moment for everyone here'. 

'You want to reach the point where audiences say, 
'I'd like to see that guy again'. You want to deliver the 
goods and be Old Reliable." 

The stand-up is one of only a handful of performers 
who can genuinely combine comedy and music in one 
act. He says that, "I will have such a great collection of 
musicians on stage for the Hoedown. Having a band 
there makes it a much richer experience - if you'll 
pardon the phrase!" 

The comedian, who released his third stand-up 
DVD Rich Hall: 3:10 To Humour in November last year 
explains that, "Music works in my show because it 
connects with people on a very personal level. A lot of 
comedians just come on stage and say, 'I was on a bus 
and I passed so and so." 

"But that's just a reaction to something rather than 
a specific, custom-made song that engages people. 

The magic is more important than the material. People 
really respond to that." 

The stand-up's other trademark is anger, and he is 
capable of using that to very effective comic ends. Rich 
comments that, "It is always good to articulate anger. 

"If you don't, you're merely preaching to the 
converted and asking, 'Have you ever noticed?' Yes, 
we are paying you to notice things we haven't already 
noticed!" 

Before he has to go, Rich reflects once more on what 
he loves so much about touring. "I'm not a big showbiz 
hound," he muses, "but for me being on stage is the 
most satisfying thing imaginable." 

A sentiment with which Rich's legions of fans would 
no doubt wholeheartedly agree. 

Rich Hall's Hoedown will be at Rose Theatre 
Kingston on Saturday, June 10,8pm. Tickets

CLASSIC SOUNDS 


On Sunday 11th June, the Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra's exceptional Principal Clarinet, Katherine 
Lacy, will be performing Mozart's Clarinet Concerto 
at The Orchard Theatre. We met with her and asked 
her a few questions about her time in the RPO and 
how she built her illustrious careen 

What is the best thing about being a 
member of the RPO? The best thing about being 
a member of the RPO has to be my colleagues - it's 
such a pleasure to come to work with such friendly 
people and it makes the music-making even more 
fun! 

What inspired you to become a musician 
as a child? My parents were involved in 
entertainment themselves and there were always 
classical music records on at home when I was 
growing up. One of my dad's favourites was Jack 
Biymer playing the Mozart Clarinet Concerto and 
I'm sure that it must have been that that drew me 
to the sound of the clarinet. To think that I'm now 
in some way following in Jack Biymer's footsteps 
(he was the RPO's Principal Clarinet 1947-1963) is 
amazing! 

What was the first recording you ever 
bought? The first recording I ever bought with my 
own money would have probably been a Bon Jovi 


album. I used to be absolutely obsessed with them 
as a teenager! 

What do you listen to in your spare time? 

In the car it's Radio 4 and when I'm at home 
cooking or chilling out I love listening to music from 
the Big Band era, as well as anything from Cuba/ 
South America. I used to do a bit of Salsa dancing 
and always find music from that part of the world 
completely uplifting. 

What makes Mozart's Clarinet Concerto 
so special? In my opinion Mozart's Clarinet 
Concerto is one of the best pieces, if not THE best 
piece for any woodwind instrument ever written. 

From an audience point of view, it's simply full 
of great tunes and takes you through so many 
different characters and emotions, all in less than 
half an hour! From a clarinettist's perspective, it's 
absolutely staggering what Mozart achieved with 
this piece, compared to anything that had previously 
been written for the instrument - it spans nearly 
four octaves, is incredibly virtuosic and contains the 
most beautifully expressive phrases you could ever 
hope to play.

of power players on Capitol Hill. Eliza¬

Congress and proposes more rigor¬ 
ous background checks for firearm 
purchases.

She personally selects Peterson Wyatt 
high-flyer Esme Manucharian (Gugu 
Mbatha-Raw) as the campaign's me¬ 
dia figurehead. Elizabeth's tactics reap 
rewards and, in retaliation, Dupont 
searches for evidence of illegal prac¬ 
tices that will force his former golden 
girl to stand trial at a hearing chaired 
by Congressman Ron M Sperling (John 
Lithgow).
